I” He Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, as being impowered by the 
Twelfth Ac of the laſt Seſſion of thiscurrent Parkament, Intituled AF 
anent Pole-money,to Order and Appoint ſuch other Methods and Cour- 
ſes as they ſhall judge fit, for ſtating and In-bringing of the Pole-Money im- 
 __ Poſedby the ſaid Act: Do hereby Order and Appoint the Commiſſioners of 
Supply in each Shire, to meet with all convenient Diligenceat the Head-Burgh 
or other uſual place of Meeting, within the ſaid Shire by their Conveener;or if 
they have none, by the Sheriftfor that eftect ; And there to Order one of their 
Number per »3ce;,to Attend or keep Court Weekly two days atleaſt, Viz l ueſa 
day and Thurſday each Week at the ſaid Burgh. As alſo, That the Magiſtrats of 
Burghs Royal, Appoint one of their Number to Attend and keep Court. Week- 
ly per vices within their Burgh at leaſt two dayseach Week,to the effe&-the iaid 
Commiſſioner or Magiſtrat ſo to be appointed, may give out -Warrands for 
Citation, at the.Inſtance of the Tackimen of the {aid Pole, or any having their 
Orger,againſt the perſons lyable in payment of the (aid Pole,Single, Double, or 
Quadruple, the Single and Double bting always included in the ſaid Quadru- 
ples, being the higheſt and outmoſt wherein any perſon can be lyable by the ſaid * 
At; and iuſtain} Proceſs and Adminiſter Ju(tice,and paſs Decreety: againſt the 
ſaids Perſons lyable, conform to the {aid At ot Parliament. As alio, that Pro- 
ceſs be ſuſtained in the caſeforeſaid, upon a Citation to one Dyet, whereupon 
the Perſons cited, if perſonally apprehended,may be likewiſe holden as Confeſt, 
and that upon the Decreets to be givenby the ſaid Commiſhoners or Magiſftrars 
of Burghs againſt the Perſons lyable in the foreſaid Pole; The like ſummar Ex- 
ecution may be dirc&ted as upon Decreets for Supply or Exciſe, Quartering on- 
ly excepted : And farder, that a Precept or Letters may be direQted againſt all 
theſe that ſhall be decerned for the ſaid Pole, within oneShire or Burgh,and that 
the ſeveral Perſons and Sums therein contained ſhall not make ſeveral Cauſes, but 
ſhall only be payed for as oneCauſe: And the ſaids Lords do hereby appoint&or- 
dain allClerks of Shiresand ofBurghs Royal,to exhibite and make parent to the 
faid Tackſmen,or any having their Order,their reſpetive Valuation and Stent- 
Roll when required,in order toparticular mens Stents or Valuation, whoſe Poles 
are not otherways determined ; As likewiſe, that the- Inhabitants of Burghs 
Royal giveLiſts when required,ot {uch as Refide within their Families; and that 
the Magiltrats give the neceflary Ordersfor that effect: and the foreſaid Clerks 
of Shires and Burghs, and alſotheir ColleQors, are hereby Ordained to give to 
the ſaids Tackimen or theſe having their Orders, Notesor Abſtracts of what In- 
ftruments may be taken in their hands by any Perſon lyable in the ſaid Pole, a- 
nent their Liſting or paying. And laſtly, the ſaids Lords of His Majefties Privy 
, Council, Requir2 and Ordain the Commiſſioners of the ſaid Shires,to cauſe their 
Clerks give Extras of their Colle&ors Bonds to the ſaid Tackimen, or any ha- 
ving their Order ; And ifneed beis, that they give alſo ſummar Proceſſes and 
Execution at the Inſtance of the ſaid Tackſmen and their foreſaids, againſt the 
ſaids Collectors and their Cautioners, upon their {aids Bonds as Accords. And the 
ſaids Commiſhoners and Magiſtrats of. Burghs,and all others concerned, are here- 
by ſtrictly Commianded and Required to Obſerve and Perform the Premiſies as - 
they will be. anſwerable. And theſe Preſents are Ordained to be Printed and Pub- * 
Jiſhed ar the Mercar-Crofles of the Head-Burghs of Shires, and ot all Burghg
